Cincinnati, June 17. 
Farmer co-op­ 
eratives and all other organizations 
which like labor unions are organized 
for mutual benefit and not for profit,

lish automatic train control devices on 
5,000 miles of their lines before Jan.

The commission declared 
that tin* “art of automatically co n ­ 
trolling has long since passed the ex­ 
perimental stages." 
On Jan. IO the commission notified 
the railroads concerned that it intend­ 
ed to require installation of automatic 
train control devices along stated por­ 
tions of their lines unless manage 
incuts could demonstrate that the pol­ 
icy was undesirable. 
Hearings were 
conducted. 
The commission, In decid­ 
ing the Issue today, held that devices 
for the purpose of stopping trains en 
ti rely or controlling them when they 
entered danger zones had been shown 
to he practicable anti economic.

MEMBERS ISSUE DIS­ 


SENTING OPINION CALLED IN­ 


FLAMMATORY BY MAJORITY 


( B y U n ited Precis) 
Chicago, June 17. 
Part of the dis­ 
senting opinion by members of the 
United States railroad labor board ob­ 
jecting to wage cuts, was written in 
railroad union headquarters here, ma­ 
jority members of the hoard declared 
today. 


This followed the announcement of 
additional cuts of $2(5,500,000 per year 
from wages of the 320,000 workers, 
which caused a profound sensation in 
railroad labor circles here. 
The majority members, represent­ 
ing the public 
and 
the 
railroads, 
claimed the dissenting opinion filed by 
representatives of labor did not repre­ 
sent the belief of the labor represen­ 
tatives on the board, hut was written 
In part at least by employes of the 
railroad department of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
’rim majority members claimed tho 
dissenting opinion was an “incendiary 
argument to employes in 
favor 
of 
striking 
against 
decisions 
of 
the 
hoard,” despite the fact that the main 
purpose of the board Is to prevent 
strikes. 
The entire dissenting opinion, in 
the majority members' opinion, con­ 
stitutes a strained and exaggerated 
effort to inflame the employes to the 
belief that they have been grossly out­ 
raged by tho decision. 


Chicago, Juno 17.— Pruning nearly 
$27,000,000 from the annual payroll of 
325,000 railway employes, by cutting 
clerks, signalmen, and stationary fire­ 
men from two to six omits an hour, the 
United States railroad labor board to­ 
day announced another wage slash, 
bringing total reductiops upder the 
hoard’s order^ up to $135,000,000, be­ 
ginning July I. 
A 
dissenting 
opinion, 
protesting 
against any reduction, was included 
in the decision and was signed by Ar­ 
thur O. Wharton, and Albert Phillips, 
both labor members. 
Definite recognition of 
a 
“living 
wage” and "saving wuge” was made 
for the first, time by the board in to­ 
day’s 
decision. 
Although abnormal 
post-war conditions were pointed out 
as obstructions to fixing any scien­ 
tific living or saving wage ut present, 
the hoard declared that as soon as this 
condition cleared away, it would “give 
increased consideration to all the in­ 
tricate details incident to the scientific 
adjustment” of such a wage.
